Wo  do  know  that  William  Form  was  associated  with  those  earlier 
Finneys  and  that  he  offered  worth-while  indue ©monts  to  the  early 
Colonists  to  settle  on  grants  of  land  which  ho  had  obtained  fx'oin  tho 
King  of  England  and  we  know  that  cur  Finneys  had  nettled  on  sow©  of 
those  grants  of  land  in  Icuicastor  and  Dauphin  counties  in  central 
Pennsylvania .  it  seems  from  historical  records  that  William  Penn 
did  not  exactly  keep  all  his  promises,  but  tho  settlers  stuck  to 
what  they  had  and  so  we  can  trace  our  groat,  great,  grandfather  to  a 
definite  place  in  Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania*,  I  have  a  map  showing 
hie  200  acres »  +  *■ 
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Thero  is  a  worthy  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  link  up  wi^h 
thono  stirring  events  of  tho  past  an.d  recognise  tho  mighty  Hand  of 
God  in  tho  development  of  this  great  land  which  ha3  been  so  richly 
blessed,  Thoao  early  pioneers  were  earnest  in  their  faithfulness  to 
God  as  we  need  to  be  since  wo  are  living  in  vary  critical  times, 
claiming  also  God’s  holp  by  being  faithful  to  Him.  Wo. truly  thank 
God  for  the  dear  and  faithful  dead  who  did  their  part  so  wall  in 
laying  tl»  foundation  stones  of  CHURCH  and  STATE.

P.3.  At  the  beginning  of  the  above  Introduction  is  found  a  list  of  our 
lineal  ancestory  including  two  who  are  not  listed.  They  are  Watt  and 
Orr  which  should  bo  listed  for  they  both  v/ero  in  the  War  of  the  American 
Revolution  and  through  them  wo  can  be  on  the  I  iovoluti  on  ary  Honor  Roll,  with 
the  Stewart  line  which  is  given  in  this  brief  History  of  the  Finney 
Family,  All  these  ancestors  are  more  fully  recorded  in  a  much  more 
extensive  Family  History  of  about  300  pares  which  was  writton  in  19U7* 
but  bcaauce  it  would  cost  too  much  to  iiavo  this  copy  printed,  only  a 
few  copies  wore  prepared  and  typed.  One  copy  is  now  to  bo  found  in  tho 
Kansas  Historical  Society  Library  in  Topekaj  and  ono  in  the  I).

The  family  history  is  rather  vague  for  the  next  f mi  years,  but  w©  do 
know  that  five  more  children  wore  bern  into  th©  family  and  when  the  last 
ona  was  born,  the  mother  died  and  the  infant  died  a  month  later 0  Death 
of  their  mother  was  January  1,  3.853  o  Eight  motherless  children  were  left 
with  tho ir  father  whose  maiden  sister,  Suaie,  helped  out  by  taking  hold- 
But,  truly  th©  next  few  years  were  hard,  sad  years  for  the  family  aa  death 
cl&imad  several  of  the  children;  even  the  second  son,  William,  was  killed 
by  &  harnessed  horso  which  throw  him  and  before  it  could  bo  caught,  had 
dragged  th©  little  boy  to  death*  Grandfather,  William  S„  Finney  saw  no 
way  to  get  along  but  to  marry  again  and  was  fortunate  in  th©  young  widow  with 
&  small  con,  whoth©  married,  Sarah  Thompson  Stewart*  She  became,  indeed, 
a  good  mother  for  the  needy  family.  Sho  is  the  only  Finney  grandmother 
we  grandchildren  ever  knew*  Father  always  praised  her  for  her  wisdom  and 
faithfulness  to  them  alio  '  Father  often  spoke  of  how  ho  adored  his  own  mo  th  or 
th©  lovely  mother  who  had  meant  so  much  to  them  all*  X  have  a  little  book

James,  his  brother  and  sistora  attended  th©  Sandy  Hill  country  school, 
couth  of  thair  place  a  short  distance,  than  1a tor  James  attended  an  Academy 
(High  School  as  it  was  called  those  days)  located  at  Lexington,  a  fevf  miles 
south  of  them  and  conducted  by  Rov*  Galley,  D»  Do  James  then  continued  hia 
preparatory  education  at  Haysvill®,  Ghioa  For  hia  college  work,  he  went 
to  Pennsylvania  and  attended  Westminister  College  when  ho  graduated  inl86l, 
taking  first  honors  in  tho  largo  class  of  25  or  more  young  men  and  women 
students „ 
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That  was  tho  first  year  of  the  Civil  War  between  ths  North  and  South. 
James  was  called  into  service,  but  navor  entered  because  of  a  very  sever© 
lllnoss,  so  was  given  an  honorable  discharge  which  ho  always  regrettod 
ainco  ho  had  been  givon  a  Chaplaincy  which  ho  considered  an  honor 0  Wo  J- 
a  till  havo  his  discharge  papers  which  I  have  always  greatly  valued  and  hop® 
they  will  always  bo  carefully  kept  in  the  family « 

Later  ho  attended  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Alloghony  City,  Pa„, 
across  the  river  from  Pittsburgh  where  the  wonderful  new  Seminary  is 
located  now  (195M*  This  new  Serainary  located  on  a  ton-acre  plot  in  th© 
center  of  Pittsburgh,  a  gift  from  a  woalthy  United  Presbyterian  family, 
will  be,  wo  hope  and  pray,  much  used  in  training  young  man  and  women  for 
Christian  service,.  Father  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary  in  1865 
!30  Has  then  ready  for  his  work  in  tho  Gospel  ministry « 

Kcw  r;o  will  take  up  th©  life  of  Elizabeth  Short,  our  mother,  daughter 
of  Jamas  Short,  in  fact,  his  youngest  daughter  of  cloven  children,  five  of 
whom  war©  children  of  hie  first  wif©  and  six  tho  children  of  his 
second  uif®„  Marjori®,  or  Uargory  (as  sho  spoiled  it)  daughter  of  David 
R&it  t  end  Lillie  (Angua)  Raitt  of  Scotch  das  coat.  In  fact,  they  came  from 
Scotland  in  1802,  having  two  of  their  six  children  aixl  settled  in  Ashland 
Co  ,  Ohio,,  Mothar1®  oldest  brother  was  Uncla  Marshall  (Short),  thon 
Aunt  Lillis  (Drawn),  Aunt  Mary  (Woods),  Uncle  John  (Short),  Unci©  David 
(Short)  and  Elizabeth  Short,  our  mother 0  I  mention  all  tho  narcos  of  our 
Short  undos  end  aim  to  who  have  been  so  wall-known  in  our  family. 

Elizabeth  received  a  good  education  vjhich  sho  began  in  her  early  youth 
at  tho  Nolson  country  school,  in  their  homo  district  and  ah o  v/as  noted  as 
being  tho  best  opollor  in  all  tho  round-about  country  schools^  sh®  was  never 
known  to  have  been  n spoiled  down”  in  tho  Spoiling  Bees  .  Sho  could  always  hold 
her  own,  for  they  evon  brought  in  a  famous  speller  one®  and  aho  spoiled  him 
down  before  ho  knew  it.  I  always  judged  that  Elisabeth  was  a  pretty  lively 
young  miss.  Her  first  attempt  at  higher  education  was made  in  a  special 
school  for  young  ladies  in  Ganonsburg,  Pennsylvania,  vjhoro  Elizabeth  and 
hoi*  older  sister  Mary  us ns  spent  one  term  and  had  the  time  of  their  livoa 
in  that  interesting  institution  called  Olome  Institute.  Before  th®  year 
was  finished  they  were  called  home  by  the  illness  of  thoir  father  who  di«d 
,boo n  after  their  arrival.  It  was  a  cad  ©v®nt  in  tha  lives  of  those  young 
girls  as  it  brought  m.nny  changes  into  thoir  lives  which  are  too  long  and 
complicated  to  rolate.,  Elizabeth  wanted  to  finish  her  education  so  sho  thon 
wont  to  a  good  higher  school  called  Vermillion  Institut©  at  Haysville,  Ohio, 
not  far  from  Ashland,  their  County  Scat,  to  the  couth.  Th©  Shorts  had 
alwaya  attended  church  at  Savannah,  Ohio,  which  was  a  short  distance  to  tho 
north  of  Ashland,  and  their  father  wa»  an  older  in  tho  church  there .  X 
should  have  brought  it  in  that  Grandfather,  James  Short,  in  hi a  youth  had 
boon  a  soldier  in  tho  War  of  1012,  joining  tho  army  in  Pittsburgh  and  coming 
out  t©  Ohio  with  a  Pittsburgh  Division,, 
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Elisabeth  graduated  from  Haysvillo  Inotitut©  on  March  22,  l86$o  After 
tho  graduation  ExGrcisoo  wore  over,  the  President  stopped  f  orward  and  said, 
”W®  still  have  another  Commencomont  ©v©nt  to  calibrate „ 51  And  without 
saying  anything  further,  a  brido  and  groom  stepped  forward  and  the  minister 
standing  there,  Rov,  Ashenhurot,  proceeded  with  tho  rcsrriag®  ceremony  for 
the  RoVo  James  Patterson  Finney  and  Elisabeth  Short,  who  aa  1  have  been  told 
looked  very  bountiful  in  her  graduation  gown  which  now  served  as  her  wedding 
drosso 


In  those  dayo,  the  second  day  after  the  wedding  was  the  /infar©4r 
reception  at  the  bridegroom xa  homo,  so  tho  newlyweds  had  quite  a  trip  to 
male®  to  got  there  from  Hayavilla  to  two  miles  south  of  Hanoi i old  and  to 
add  to  tho  thrills  of  reaching  tho  bridegroom’s  home ,  it  poured  down  tho 
hardest  rain  of  the  spring o  I  auppooo  they  had  to  drive  there,  but  I  raver 
heard j  al  X  ever  hoard  was  that  th©  bride  and  groom  wore  called  "water  ducks" 
by  the  relatives  who  wero  on  hand  to  greet  thorn  and  they  hold  that  title  for

Father  received  an  appointment  to  take  up  his  minis ter i&n  duties  at  a 
place  in  Carroll  Go,,  Indiana,  by  the  narco  of  Pittsburgh,  on  tho  Wabash 
River,  where  thoro  wore  hundreds  of  work men  with  thoir  families  on  tho  job 
of  digging  a  annul  reaching  from  Lalco  Erie  to  tho  Ohio  River  .  It  was  a  big 
project  until  tho  railroads  later  took  all  tho  transportation,  but  for  tho 
time  being,  tho  young  minister  and  his  wife  were  mad  a  very  v/alcoin®  there,  Ho 
had  plenty  of  ovangolisitc  work  among  tho  largo  groups  of  workmen  ,  holding 
services  for  them  and  thoir  families  and  Mother  was  asked  to  open  a  school 
for  thoir  children,  which  sho  did  to  tho  mothers3  joy  and  appreciation*  In 
th®  course  of  time,  thoir  first  baby  arrived  on  the  scone  and  it  was  ».

days  o  So  wo  started  out.  and  Mr,  Grice  asked  all  around  and  found  no  one,

And  it  was  quo.  to  a  trip  in  tho  a  a  days;  the  trains  were  not  tc-o  goode  By 
tho  time  wo  reached  Lawrence,  Kansas,  all  tho  passongora  had  got  off  the 
train  oxcopt  a  crowd  of  Indiana  and  the  Finneys*  I  guasa  tho  Finneys  roally 
felt  that  they  had  arrived  in  the  great  West  of  Kansas .  Soon  we  arrived  at 
Manhattan  and  friends  who  were  looking  for  the  preacher  and  family  ware  thore

children  and  grand  children  of  those  early  settlors  still  5.ivo  there*  Father 
performed  quite  a  good  many  marriage  ceremonies  for  them  and  wo  still  hav© 
tho  Diary  in  which  ho  wrote  their  mines  and  interesting  memories  of  ©very 
wedding*  Grandfather  William  S.  Finney  back  in  Ohio,  was  getting  old  and 
ho  so  wanted  hio  oldest  and  only  son  to  live  nearer  to  them*  He  kept  bogging 
113  to  com  bock  to  Ohio,  that  there  were  plenty  of  churches  in  Ohio  who 
needed  a  good  proach&r,  so  wca  packed  up  ard  went  back  to  Ohio,  stopping 
at  Grandfather's  nic®  homo  far  a  month  or  so*  Another  baby  arrived;  this 
time  it  was  Res coo  Raitt,  named  for  mother’s  Scotch  Grandf athor .  A  call 
cam©  from  &  nice  congregation  in  A <jajna  G®.  Ohio,  so  that  is  whore  w©  sottled 
in  a  town  by  the  nsuno  of  Wheat-  Ridgo;  the  congregation  was  called  Unity, 
quita  a  large  congregation  with  a  full  and  ©von  crowded  house  ovary  Sabbath* 

Herbert  always  sat  with  Elder  Patton*  On©  day  the  church  was  so  full 
that  Elder  Patton  with  Herbert  had  to  move  over  to  tho  pulpit  stops;  tho 
church  got  more  and  more  crowded  so  lit tl«  Herbert  got  crowded  out,  and  while 
Elder  Patton  was  not  looking,  up  Herbert  jumped  and  a at  himself  down  on  tho 
unoccupied  pulpit  chair;  there  ho  sat  beside  his  father  as  big  aa  you  please* 
Enough  to  any  that  years  later  ho  occupied  a  pulpit  on  his  own  right.  Herbert 
grow  up  into  such  a  fine  man*  All  through  tho  years  we  have  h©ld  on  to 
our  many  friends  who  lived  and  grew  up  in  tho  Unity  Church,  but  ther©  is 
no  time  to  tell  more* 

Grandfather  William  S .  Finnoy  grew  very  old  and  feeble  and  again 
beggod  his  ©on  James  to  coma  homo  and  holp  him  coll  off  hi*  farm  and  got 
rid  of  so  much  work  saying,  “Then  you  can  got  another  church."  So  wo  all 
piclcod  up  and  wont*  Two  more  babies  were  born  at  Wheat  Ridgo,  viz  Pearl 
and  Dwight*  So  with  ua  all.  Grandfather  found  ho  had  a  house  full*  It 
was  a  big  house,  00  it  was  divided  '-*•*  tho  grandparents  living  on  tho  north  aid© 
and  tho  Jamas  P.  Finnoy  family  living  on  tho  south  side;  with  the  small 
upstairs  it  made  a  nico  homo  for  a  short  time.  Then  a  tragic  ©vent 
happened;  at  midnight  one  De combo  r  night  while  a  light  snow  waa  on  the  ground, 
a  thief  opened  the  kit chon  window  In  grandfather’s  apartment,  attacked  both 
tho  old  folks.  Grandfather  had  got  up,  hearing  a  noise,  ao  tho  th:lof 
struck  him  on  tho  head  and  killed  him*  This  is  too  long  a  story  and  to© 
hard  to  telle  It  has  boon  writtan  up  in  full  in  my  larger  "Finney  Family 
History"  and  also  there  io  a  liitfttf.ry  writton  by  mother ®o  couein  of  tho 
"Thompson  Family"  and  which  can  bo  read  by  anyone  who  wio hao.. 
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To  go  on  with  our  story,  of  course  with  our  dear  grandfather  now  dead 
and  gone,  oveiy thing  had  to  be  cold  and  divided  among  hia  four  childron, 
my  father  and  his  three  ©istoras  Aunt  Margaret  Ayers,  Aunt  Mary  Simpson, 
and  Aunt  Alpha  Crouch  —  all  married  and  with  families p  living  within 
easy  reach 0  Inmy  larger  history  I  have  given  a  record  of  the  families  of 
our  three  aunts  no  will  not  repeat  it  hers. 

Grandfather ’a  tragic  death  was  early  in  December  1377.  Tho 
murderer  was  caught  arid  was  to  bo  hung  in  Hay.  father  so  much  wanted  to  b® 
back  in  Kansas  again,  uo  early  in  18?0,  w©  started  on  tho  long  trip  back 
to  dear  cld  Kansas.  Not  too  much  can  be  told  about  it  except  for  ©ns  year 
we  lived  in  Lawrence  until.  Father  could  find  a  suitable  congregation  for  a 
pastoral  sottlomont.  Ho  soon  found  this  out  in  Mitchell  Co. 5  had  a  house 
built  on  tho  home at sad  on  which  ho  had  filed.  Thon,  after  the  achoel© 
closed  in  Lawrence,  we  all  wont  out  to  our  mm  homo  there  in  Turkey  Creek 
Twp.,  Mitchell  Co.,  southwest  of  Beloit  and  tho  United  Prscbyf ©rian  Church 
by  tho  name  of  Hopowallo  Tho  congregation  had  called  Father  to  bo  their 
pastor  and  ho  continued  to  be  their  pastor  from  1879.  to  188  J  eight  or 
nine  years, 

Minnehaha  graduated  from  Beloit  High  School  in  1886,  thon  started  t© 
Tarkie  College  in  1888,  graduating  in  1891.  The  folks  decided  that  for  tho 
sake  of  tho  education  of  tho  other  members  of  tho  fanlly,  it  was  necessary 
to  move  to  Tarki®,  which  wo  did.  After  Father  had  given  up  Hopewell,  h® 
continued  to  visit  among  various  settlements  in  different  places  in  tho 
North-wo  stern  part  of  tho  a  tat©.  Also,  for  many  years,  ho  had  been  tho 
faithful  Clerk  of  Concordia  Presbytery  and  it  was  very  hard  t©  give  up 
all  these  many  duties,  such  as  organizing  and  helping  out  in  the  needy 
fields  of  Christian  service.,  The  farm  where  vva  all  were  so  happy  thoso 
year©  was  rented  to  a  young  man  and  his  family  by  the  name  of  Tom  Rankin. 

DECLINING  YEARS 


Rov.  James  P„  Finney  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  (Short)  Finney  (father 
and  mother)  in  their  later  years  dwelt  in  a  pleasant  comfortable  home  of 
their  own  in  tho  city  of  Beloit,  Kansas,  where  they  lived  gloriously  the 
rest  of  thoir  lives  at  307  North  Campbell  Avenue,  from  1905  to  1918,. 

Previous  to  tliis  for  some  years,  1091-’19O.5,  they  had  lived  at  Tarkio, 
Missouri,  where  they  had  moved  with  their  family,,  leaving  the  sunny  plains 
of  Kansas  for  a  short  time  so  that  their  four  children  could  have  the 
advantages  of  a  college  education  at  Tarkio  College,  a  “Liberal  arts  College”, 
and  “Business  College”  supported  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North 
America. 


It  was  a  happy  day  when  they  returned  to  thoir  old  home  and  friends  of 
pioneer  days  in  Mitchell  Co.,  Kansas,  where  their  sons,  HERBERT  and  DWIGHT, 
had  by  this  time  married  and  settled  down  in  homes  of  thoir  own.  Already 
they  were  known  as  among  tho  successful  farmers  of  Turkey  Creek  Twp t. , 
Mitchell  Co.  Thoir  daughter  PEARL  had  married  Rev.  ANDREW  MILTON  STEVENSON,

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a  minister  of  tho  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  entered  with  her  husband  a 
life  of  earnest' Christian  Service.  Their  oldest  daughter,  MINNEHAHA,  had  by 
thia  tin©  gone  out  to  Egypt  as  a  foreign  missionary  where  oho  served  for 
U3  years  in  both  Educational  and  Evangelistic  Work,  after  learning  the 
Arabic  language. 

In  true  Biblical  words,  those  worthy  parents  rejoiced  greatly  that  they 
found  their  children  walking  in  tho  truth  of  God;  ana  their  children  have 
always  been  truly  thankful  for  their  devoted  Christian  parents. 

Our  mother,  Elizabeth  (Short)  Finney,  resembled  her  father,  James 
Short,  having  grey  eyes,  reddish  hair  which  vtus  very  long,  heavy  and  beautiful, 
and  fine,  strong  features „  Sho  was  about  five  feet  three  inches  tall,  in 
which  her  daughters  resemble  her.  She  was  a  woman  of  marked  ability  v/ith 
splendid  ir&iirtire  and  used  it  in  many  ways  in  church  and  social  work, 
especially  in  r,he  Temperance  Causa,  in  which  she  was  active.  She  was  bravo 
and  courageous,  staying  alone  with  her  small  children  when  her  husband 
would  go  off  on  a  ” Preaching  Mission”  in  the  country  regions  . 

Our  father,  Janas  Patterson  Finney,  in  hie  youth  was  slim,  but  in  middle 
and  later  life,  ho  was  of  a  fine*  well-proportioned  build «  Ho  had  dark 
hazel  oyes  and  black  hair  and  a  Roman  none,  which  even  several  of  his  grand-- 
3 or.!  have  inherited*  Father  was  of  a  jovial,  happy  disposition,  gonial,  in 
his  social  life,  competent  in  business  and  conscientious  in  everything  ha 
undertook.  His  kindly  ways  and  his  interest  in  tho  welfare ,  both  spiritual 
and  earthly,  of  his  neighbors  and  friends  gave  him  a  large  place  in  the 
community  where  ho  spent  his  life  as  a  gospel  minister «

S.  Finnoy  who  wanted  his  only  son  nearer,  so  Rev.  Finney 
was  called  to  a  lovely  church  in  Adams  G®.,  Ohio,  whs ra  bhoy  spent  quit©  a 
raisSbcr  of  years,  after  which  they  returned  to  K&naaa,  homesteading  near  Bsloit, 
Knnsfl®,  and  a:;  pastor  of  Hops  well  Rural  Church.  By  this  tim®  Herbert  had 
grown  up,  wont  to  Bolait  High  School  several  years,  then  to  Tarkio  Collog© 
where  ho  graduated  in  1895  •  He  chose  to  bo  a  minister  like  his  father  so 
wont  to  Xenia,  Ohio,  Theological  Seminary,  for  the  usual  throe  year's,  v/ith 
full  expectation  of  coiieiuuing  in  tho  ministry,  but  gave  it  up  far  various 
uncontrollable  and  lagitlzaato  reason®  •

his  v/ifo,  who  died  October  17t  1926.  Herbert  always  regretted  ho  had  not 
stuck  to  the  gowpol  ministry  for  which  ho  had  prepared*

Pleasant,  Jefferson, 
Ohio,  and  wao  tho  son  of  William  Finney  and  h±3  wife  Margaret  St  ©wort 
Finnoy  of  Generation  2.  His  oldor  brothers  were  Thomao,  Elijah  and  his 
siotero  Mary  (called  P0II7/)  and  Susanna  (called  just  Susio).  Hio  youngor 
brother  and  0  in  tor  waro  Samuel  and  Haney.

William  S,  Finney,  ae  a  young  man,  before  th©  days  of  railroads,  had 
a  very  lucrative  job  &o  a  wagonor,  driving  transportation  teams  and  wagons 
buck  and  forth  between  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  out  into  the  newly  settled 
district;!!!  of  Ohio.  Mis  trips  into  Pennsylvania  throw  him  frequently  into 
the  homes  of  his  Patterson  relatives  and,  of  course,  ha  enjoyed  their 
society*  Ac  would  naturally  happen,  he  foil  la  love  with  on©  of  tho  girls, 
who  happened  to  be  the  grand  daughter  of  his  own  aunt,  so  in  spite  of  some 
objections,  they  ware  married  on  May  5>  1836. 

Jane  Patterson,  born  April.  1*,  1816,  was  only  twenty  ishsn  they  wore 
married*  They  undo  their  heme  in  Mi.

T’hoy  welcomed  them 
and  gladly  helped  then  purchase  a  nice  farm  of  160  acres,  woll-^wooded  xvith 
sugar  maple  trees  and  other  kinds  as  wall*  A  nico  Colonial  house  already 
occupied  tho  farm,  00  they  had  a  happy  homo  about  two  miles  south  of 
Kanaf ield 

In  the  course  of  tima  tho  family  about  doubled  and  all  went  -wall  and 
happy^  but  x.hen  the  youngest  child  Samuel  was  born,  tho  lovely  mother  died 
and  baby  Samuel  died  within  a  month.  Wo  have  a  printed  copy  of  th©  mother’s 
obituary  written  by  &  niece  which  speaks  of  her  being  an  active  member  of  tho 
church  in  Mansfield,  later  th©  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  today,  and  of 
her  being  an  affectionate  mother,  and  a  faithful,  and  loving  wife*  I  huvo 
he  aid  my  father,  James,  her  oldest  son,  testify  to  tho  fin©  qualities  of 
this  dearly  loved  mother.  Ho  xvc.o  only  16  when  his  mot  ha  r  died.  My 
grandfather  also  used  to  toll  1 ay  mother,  his  ckiughter«in-*law,  about  his 
children 1  a n lovely  mother B ,  as  ho  expressed  it.

laugh  about  it.  Grandfather  had  black  curly  hair,  very  thick, °and  was 
dark-conplected.
